If the General Assembly can succeed 
in carrying out the tasks before it in the 
29 days left for regular session, Geor- 
gians—and the Legislators themselves— 
will be surprised. 


Tax revision, of course, is foremost on 
the agenda. Because 1950 is a political 
year, whatever plan is adopted will be- 
come a target in the ensuing campaign. 
That is why the Governor wants to pro- 
ceed cautiously. Others hold, though, that 
the Governor would benefit, rather than 
suffer, from a complete revamping of the 
tax structure. 


In any case, tax revision is going to be 
very much in next year’s campaign. 

A constitutional, or statutory, highway 
board also will bring political wrangles. 
sen. Knox Gholston’s plan and Gov. Tal- 
madge’s plan, as we see it, are not irrecon- 
cilable. But Sen. Gholston already has 
claimed a majority of the Senate is for his 
plan. The Governor, on the other hand, 
can swing the House to his plan without 
difficulty. The major points of difference 
are in the methods of allocating funds by 
rigid formula and in selection of the board 
itself. The Governor thinks he ought to 
appoint the board with advice and con- 
sent of the Senate.

The Minimum Foundation Program for 
schools is closely linked with tax revision.

If the Legislature fails to provide 
enough revenue to meet at least a great 
portion of the public schools’ needs, that 
issue, too, will be taken to the people in 
the campaign. 

Home Rule has been a perennial fa- 
vorite for years but never yet has quite 
finished in the money. Progress was 
made last Spring when the House passed 
the Gowen Bill. It will come up in the

passage. It will affect cities and towns but 
not counties. 

As usual, the best argument for home 
rule will be the flood of local bills which 
will take up the time of legislators to the 
detriment of pressing matters affecting 
the State as a whole. 

It will be a busy session and one that 
will make campaign issues.

Governor Thomas E. Dewey is still being 
berated by members of his party for conduct- 
ing the kind of campaign he did in 1948. 
They blame him for losing an election which 
most every one thought was in the Republi- 
can bag. The complaint made against him 
is that he was not aggressive enough in 
challenging the New Deal and Fair Deal 
programs of the Democrats. 


Much the same criticism is made of his 1944 
campaign, when he was also the Republican 
nominee, and the previous campaign of Wendell 
Willkie in 1940. In all three of these campaigns 
the Republicans sought to make an issue not so 
much of the policies of the Democratic Admin- 

tion as the execution of the various welfare 
emtane that had been put forward. They 
claimed they would be able to do a more efficient 
job than the Democrats. That, in a way, has 
come to define the issue of “me too-ism” now 
being raised in the party.

All we in this sphere, on either side, have 
been able te offer is to arm ourselves like 
rival bandits to protect ourselves from each 
other. That is the old way, which never has 
worked. It can only lead to conflict even- 
tually. Meanwhile, it is draining away our 
resources that might so much better be used 
in other ways. And it is eating away at our 
fundamental liberties of which Western civi- 
lization has been justly proud. For liberty 
cannot exist in armed camps, and armed 
camps, in the end, can mean only war—and 
war such as the world never saw. 


These are truths demonstrated by history and 
experience. 

They are recognized by the Romulos and 
Nehrus, of whom there are today too few in the 
world. There was a light from the East 2,000 
years ago, it is appropriate to point out in this 
season. In passing, and without offering any 
solutions, it seems timely to direct attention that 
way again to two leaders who seem to have some- 
thing we need. They deserve at least our thanks 
and our support.

NDON—The words of an alert school teacher—a bright-eyed Istanbul woman speaking good 
English—stay in my mind: “AJl of us know Russia’s great might and how she’d like to have an outlet 
in the Dardanelles, but our country isn’t scared. There’s no day-to-day uneasiness, really. Turkey 
is thinking only of peace and of progress, and it’s a comfort to know we have America’s friendship.” 


You don’t forget Turkey, a tough and realistic 
republic with a population of around 20,000,000. 
Istanbul, surrounded by military zones, remains 
a vivid metropolis. I liked the strangeness, the 
turbulence, the foreignness, the congestion, the 
hills, the cobblestones, the narrow-gauge trolleys. 
And even the senseless and continuous hooting of 
the automobile horns can have its value as en- 
tertainment. 

Traffic whips around Taksim Square as it does 
through Place de la Concorde in Paris. White- 
gloved traffic cops salute solemnly from their 
little barrels; mounted on pedestals, at Istanbul’s 
busy intersections. And world-travelers gather in 
the Crossroads Bar of the Hotel Park, which has 
a great deal of the international flavor drama- 
tized so effectively by Robert E. Sherwood in 
his play, “Idiot’s Delight.” 

It’s in Istanbul, or elsewhere, that a foreign

audience likes American cowboy films. It’s in 
Istanbul, and undoubtedly elsewhere, that bar- 
tenders shake, instead of mixing, martinis, and 
where a swarm of journalism students will de- 
scend upon a protesting and passing-through dra- 
matic critic for a terrifying mass interview on 
the ways of the American press. And the fren- 
zied city beside the Sea of Marmara also is to 
be remembered for its donkeys, its peddlers sell- 
ing sheep livers, its swordfish steaks, its fisher- 
men and their nets along the Bosporus, and the 
singular beauty of its minarets, piercing the 
Near East sky.

Happy 
in his one idea that a war was a war, with time 
and place being of no »articular importance, 
he coasted through the years with no burdens on 
his conscience and no enemies to punish. It never 
occurred to nim when acquaintances checked 
with him on his war record that they were hav- 
ing fun at his expense. Trifles never worried 
him He never begged, but a gift of small 
change was accepted with sincere expression of 
gratitude. 


In short, Jeffrey Hill was a perfect example 
of that established truth that “where ignorance 
is bliss, ‘twere folly to be wise.” All his life he 
was the butt of jokes which disturbed him not in 
the slightest degree, for he was unaware that he 
was the hapless victim. 


I suppose it has been said in all truth that 
when Jeffrey died years ago he left nothing to 
the community in which he had lived.

_ Today the State of Georgia has on its law books a law that 
is supposed to take. care of our schools.and give them money to 
run the schools on a minimum education program. But that is 


about as far as we have gone. 


It’s true that the schools have received more money in the 
past months than before, still the amount is far short of what is 
needed, and it is time for us people who live back at home and 
support our State and its schools, as well as other institutions, to 


take stock of ourselves. 

We all want better schools, 
that is an admitted fact. 

We are going to have to pro- 
vide better schools to ALL peo- 
ple, white and colored, that is 
better than we have in the past. 


The time has come in Georgia 
when we might as v’ell face the 
fact that we are going to have 
to do better by our colored ¢iti- 
zens than we have in the past. 


Now, the question is how are 
we going to do all of this. 

If we are going to give equal 
education to one and all, then 
certainly some way must be 
worked out whereby one and all 
bear their just share of taxes, 
which in turn furnishes the 
money to run the schools. 


Today Bryan County has a 
large percentage of colored citi- 
zens, but the tax books of the 
County fail to show where they 
contribute anything like a pro- 
rata share of the taxes which is 
needed to run the schools, and 
other state agencies. 

If they are to “stand back on 
their hind legs and demand 
equal school facilities and other 
rights at the public expense,” 
then certainly some way must 
be found to make the burden of 
taxation a little more equal. 


It’s true that we people in the 
South have more or less held 
the colored people back, and 
have paid them wages in the 
past that does not allow them to 


accumulate much of the world’s 
goods upon which to pay taxes, 
and in that, we have been 
wrong. 


We are in for a new deal, a 
set-up of things, and the Georgia 
Legislature that will meet in At- 
lanta next month had just as 
well look the facts in the face, 
if we are going to have schools 
like our laws provide for, there 
is need for more revenue. And 
they had just as well begin to 
look for some place to get it. 


During the years we have been 
against a sales tax, we are ‘ill 
against a sales tax, but in the 
end that may be the only solu- 
tion to our problem, and al- 
though we are bitterly opposed 
to a sales tax, still it has many 
things in its favor. For one thing 
it places the burden of taxation 
o neach and every one, big, ‘it- 
tle, old and young, also white 
and colored. ThoSe that spend 
most pay most, we see nothin 
wrong with that. 

Just how the thing can be 
equalized by any other tax is 
more than we know of. 


But we are for the schools, 
we want to see our teachers bet- 
ter paid, our busses more mod- 
ern and safe:, and the bus driv- 
ers bette~ paid.

Board and a deputy registrar are on duty most of the time six days 
a week. This is costing the County a considerable amount of money 
which the taxpayers eventually will have to pay. The response 


to date has not been encouraging. 


There was talk that the Janu- 
ary session of the General As- 
sembly might do something 
about this law, that it might be 
repealed or changed in some 
way. But the chances are that 
nothing will be done at that 
time. We can’t afford to take the 
attitude of “Wait and see.” If we 
do Grady County may go into 
the next election with about half 
as many voters as were on the 
list last year. 

It would not be beyond the 
realm of possibility that the 
sponsors of this law would de- 
liberately work for a small reg- 
istration. A small list of voters 
can be controlled easier than a 
large one. And there is little 
doubt that one of the things in 
the minds of its sponsors was the 
reduction in the number of 
voters in the State. Therefore it 
might fit into their pattern to 
lull voters to sleep by suggesting 
that the law might be repealed. 
Then when it was too late, when 
there was little time left for peo- 
ple to register, many voters 
would wake up to find them- 
selves disqualified, simply be- 
cause they neglected to go 
through the simple procedure of 
reregistering. 

Every voter in the State of 
Georgia — 1,200,000 of them— 


were disqualified by this law. 
The safe and sure way is to go 
NOW and get your name back 
on the voting list. The Regis 
trars here are anxious for every 
voting citizen to come in and re- 
register, so they can get the job 
over with and get back to their 
own work. 

You can now walk into the of- 
fice at the Courthouse and regis- 
ter in a matter of minutes, be- 
cause they are not crowded. But 
if you wait until the last days, 
the office will be crowded with 
people who put the job off until 
the last minute. Then you may 
have to stand in line and take ip 
much more of your time than it 
will take now. 


In a day when people in other 
parts of the world are losing 
their right of free government, it 
is imperative that we in this 
country guard the privilege of a 
free ballot. Grady has the repu- 
tation of a progressive county. 
In many things it is first. Let us 
be the first county to get 100 
percent re-registration, or even 
percent reregistration, or even 
old lists.

Editor Constitution: In a recent issue of The Constitution, an - 


editorial reviewed favorably the criticisms by Sen. R 


and 


Gov. Talmadge of those who attack the idea of statism or the 


welfare state. 


Certainly many attack this concept of statism as 


expedient to their interests and parts of this attack are unfounded; 
however, on the basic issues I find myself aligned with Mr. James 
Byrnes, Bernard Baruch, Robert A. Taft and John Foster Dulles. 


Today we approach a stage in 
our civilization somewhat simi- 
lar to the “corn dole and circus 
games” period of the Roman 
Empire in which the masses of 
people flocked to Rome to be 
supported by the different ty- 
rants and mass leaders who 
gave them the sensuus desires in 
turn for their political‘ votes. 


We HAVE prided ourselves in 
the past upon our rugged individ- 
ualism and all will agree that 
this is the basis for our great 
stage of development but when 
this system grows to maturity 
must we sluff off these individ- 
ual characteristics and _ substi- 
tute comfortable complacency 
for the trials and challenges 
which we heretofore would have 
faced by more than temporary 
stop gap measures? Some will 
say that we have reacheda stage 
of urbanism and industrializa- 
tion characteristic of a stagnant 
economy where no other course 
lies open but the general sup- 
port of the people by subsidized 
welfare from the State. Perhaps 
this extreme has been reached 
in the North and highly indus- 
trialized sections of the West 
but not so in the South. The 
basis of our civilization is most 
nearly rural which contains 
many small self-sufficient land 
owners whose lives are not dis- 
turbed by the modern megalo- 
politan decay cf the highly spe- 
cialized East. It is upon this 
basis that it ¢eems possible to 
build a new Uti pia free from the 
labor-managem :nt disputes, phy- 
sical dependence because of spe- 
cialization upon distant areas, 


and the bitter class disputes so 
frequent elsewhere. It seems 
that pressure groups have 
pledged themselves to greater 
gains for their own class and do 
not back programs for the good 
of the nation. P 

In constructing this new con- 
cept we should not measure its 
success by the number of sky- 
scrapers, the new factories or the 
size of statistical gains but by 
the quality of each member of 
the commonwealth and the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that each 
has found his place in the har- 
mony of the State. Should we 
not hope to see the day when 
the happiness and stature of 
man is not measured in the 
ownership of television sets, 
washing machines, radios, auto- 
mobiles and automatic furnaces? 
Man should find his pride and 
worth from within. I cannot 
speak other than abstractly for 
that is the only explainable way 
of describing the foundation of 
true human existence. “Man 
must discover himself from 
within.” 

I emphatically state that the 
modern welfare state will create 
a soulless human organism or 
rather mechanism which will be 
a small fixture for the state to fit 
into a larger mechanism, “the 
automatic leviathan.” Perhaps, 
we may find a solution in a 
combination of the States’ Rights 
movement of the Democratic 
Party. If it will be a solution 
this should be done quickly and 
must be accomplished on a basis 
of national issues rather than. 
sectional ones.

The lowest paid people were in- 
creased 20 percent and the top 
people nine percent. 


In 1946 Congress voted a $250 
raise, or 14 percent of total salary, 
whichever was greater. But no 
incréase could exceed 25 percent, 
and no salary $10,000. On a per- 
centage basis the lower brackets 
received 14 percent, some of the 
top brackets only two percent, 


Then in 1948 a flat increase of 
$330 a year was voted. The ceil-| 
ing was raised to $10,330. | 

All these increases had raised | 
the lower-paid people, generally, 
a greater percentage of their pay 
than the higher-paid: 


The 1949 pay raises were aimed 
to increase the spread between 
the lowest and highest brackets. 
Besides the pay raises, Congress 
increased the $10,330 top limit for 
civil service emr'oyees to $14,000.

Light 
from outside softened as if sanc- 
tified as it came through the 
lovely stained glass windows of 
great agé.

Cologne is still advertisin:

dies to protect them fron 
urning falling objects.

GI Dividends 
Said to Move 
Next Month 


WASHINGTON—(UP)—GI in- 
surance dividend checks, which 
untold thousands of veterans have 
already “spent,” will start going 
out about the middle of next 
month, officials said yesterday. 


Hopes that the first checks 
would be in the mails almost im- 
mediately after Christmas have 
been abandoned. 


Veterans’ Administration spokes- 
men said they will be happy if the 
job of preparing to pay out nearly 
$2,000,000,000 to 16,000,000 World 
War II servicemen can be whipped 
into line by mid-January. 

No precise “target date” for 
sending out the first checks has 
‘been set, they said, and none will 
/be announced until it is absolutely 
‘certain that there will be no last- 
‘minute hitches to disappoint vet- 
'erans. 

‘| VA officials said there is no way 
‘of telling how many veterans have

windfall, but the number probably 
is large. 

Merchants from coast to coast, 
‘they said, have been advertising 
offers to let veterans “buy now for 
Christmas and pay later when the 
dividend check comes in.”

‘Economy House’ Gels Its Growth

The “economy house” has 
grown up. It was born last 
Spring as a little basic cottage 


| to meet the demand for a mod- 
| ern home within the reach of 
| most family budgets. 


But when 
people saw it, they wanted this 
and that added, so during the 
year it began to grow. 
Launched with the blessing of 
the Government’s Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, the “econ- 
omy house” was championed by 
builders who saw it as private 
industry’s challenge to public 
housing. The National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders backed it. 


It was a house with a ground 
area of 24 by 32 feet, or there- 
abouts, covering 768 square feet. 
This was enough to accommo 
date two bedrooms, kitchen, 
bath, living room and dining al- 
cove. Where local building 
codes permitted, -.he house was 
built without a basement. Where 
buyers’ acceptance permitted, 
the roof pitch was lowered to 
save further costs. 

But as the year went on, and 
needs for growing families were 
expressed, “xpansion attics and 
basement storage space came 
into @emand. Because of the 
preference for basement heating 
plants in Northern States, the 
first enlargement of the basic 
plan provided a cellar.
